'rhere  alw  ays  scorns  to  be  a  bad  apple  in  every  barrel.  Winter  is  no 
exception.  Driving  in  the  winter  is  the  rotten  apple  of  the  winter 
season.  A  serious  accident  take*  all  the  fun  out  of  the  holiday  spirit. 

While  winter  isn’t  officially  here,  unofficially  the  icy  temperatures, 
snowballs,  red  noses  and  the  wide  variety  of  coats  have  given  us  a  clear 
signal  that  the  cold  season  has  arrived. 

Winter  to  most  students  means  it’s  time  to  pull  out  the  skis,  tubes, 
sleds  and  snow  mobiles  and  have  fun.  However,  with  the  coming  of 
winter,  driving  can  become  treacherous,  Indeed.  a  simp’e  trip  to  the 
local  supermarket  sometimes

•  Provo  is  no  exception  and 
such  adventures  become  a  daily 
occurrence.

driving  in  snow  and  ice. 

There  are  a  number  of  students  at  BYU  who  have  never  witnessed 
snowflakes.  They  complain  of  the  cold  weather,  but  man-el  at  the 
beauty  that  this  white  stuff  produces.  When  the  time  comes  to  visit  the 
mall,  the  grocery  store  or  campus,  they  act  as  if  the  roads  are  dry  and 
bum  rubber  all  the  way  to  their  destination  —  that  is  if  they  do  reach 
their  destination. 

The  problem  exists  here.  While  many  feel  that  it  lies  with  the  Provo 
street  department,  more  often  than  not  it  is  the  driver  that  causes  the 
fender-benders,  door-dingers  and  Jack-knives. 

While  fair-weather  drivers  continue  to  complain  about  the  hazar¬ 
dous  conditions  of  Provo’s  streets,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  j 
weather  and  road  conditions  are  closely  monitored.  “We  work  a  regu-  Z 
lar  daily  shift,  but  there  is  always  a  night  watchman  who  keeps  us  • 
posted  on  road  conditions,”  says  Dave  Gunn,  director  of  public  services 
for  Provo.  "We  have  20  employees  on  street  maintenance  who  react  as  1 
quickly  as  possible  to  storms’ and  dangerous  road  conditions."  — 

According  to  Gunn,  Provo  has  a  supply  of  1 .000  ton*  of  salt  and  sand  1 

mixture  which  it  uses  to  fight  the  icy  streets.  The  first  priority  for  the 
department  is  to  lay  down  the  mixture  at  the  main  intersections  so  os  ^ 
to  eliminate  cam  sliding  into  the  middle  of  an  intersection.  By  sanding  t 

down  the  main  streets,  the  public  service  department  feels  it  climin- 
ate*  the  greatest  opportunity  for  serious  accidents.  Schools  also  rank  ■  |, 
high  on  the  priority  list  on  school  days.  re* 

Provo  does  an  adequate  job  of  taking  care  of  the  streets.  While  the  mil 
residential  areas  might  not  get  taken  care  of  for  a  day  or  two,  the  roads  on  i 
most  traveled  receive  a  lot  of  attention.  Maintenance  men  work  until 
the  road  conditions  are  under  control,  a  feat  which  generally  gets  • 
overlooked.  ’  w
